Miracles  and  Feasts,  Here  and  There 


There  is  a  fascinating  juxtaposition  between 

THE  TWO  SPRING  HOLIDAYS  OF  PURIM  AND  PESAH. 

Purim  has  a  fairy  tale  quality;  it  is  almost  a  comedy,  a 
fantastic  story  about  a  king  and  a  beautiful  princess.  The  story 
of  Passover,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  very  serious  story  about  a 
people  brought  from  slavery  to  freedom.  On  Pesah,  you  can’t 
read  two  lines  of  the  Haggadah  without  invoking  the  name 
of  God.  In  Purim ’s  Scroll  of  Esther,  God  is  never  mentioned. 

On  Pesah,  we  are  told  to  drink  to  remember;  on  Purim,  we  drink  to  forget.  Purim  and 
Passover  both  describe  the  sacred  relationship  between  God  and  the  Jewish  people,  but 
they  are  very  different  holidays.  Both  holidays  are  building  blocks  of  the  Jewish  year, 
but  represent  two  very  different  expressions  by  which  to  understand  Jewish  identity. 

Probably  the  most  profound  difference  between  the  stories  of  Purim  and  Passover  is 
their  view  of  Israel.  The  Exodus  narrative  directs  our  attention  to  the  Promised  Land. 

It  expresses  an  underlying  belief  that  Jewish  identity  can  only  find  full  expression  in 
Israel.  The  story  of  Mordecai  and  Esther  takes  place  in  the  Persian  capital  of  Shushan. 
While  aware  of  their  minority  status  in  a  non-Jewish  society,  the  protagonists  of  Purim 
do  not  seek  a  return  to  the  Promised  Land.  Rather,  “victory,”  is  defined  by  physical 
security  and  by  the  ability  to  celebrate  Jewish  identity  in  a  Diaspora  setting. 

I  think  it  is  important  to  recognize  that  both  of  these  elements  remain  part  and 
parcel  of  Jewish  identity  up  through  today.  As  a  people,  we  are  “a  little  bit  Purim  and  a 
little  bit  Passover,”  and  I  think  we  don’t  need  to  pick  one  over  the  other.  Our  attention 
is  always  pointed  towards  Israel,  and  yet  we  are  also  ever-mindful  of  our  commitments 


to  creating  a  vital  Jewish  future  here 
in  America.  Most  importantly,  it  is  the 
relationship  between  these  two  centers 
of  the  Jewish  world,  together  with  world 
Jewry  as  a  whole,  which  reflects  our 
utmost  concern. 

Paging  through  this  bulletin,  you  will 
see  a  host  of  opportunities  to  celebrate 
our  spring  holidays.  Beyond  the  actual 
festivals  and  holiday-related  learning,  it 
is  the  ethics  of  Purim  and  Pesah  that  you 
will  find.  An  Adult  Learning  Trip,  Hebrew 
classes  and  other  activities  show  our 
community’s  proud  orientation  towards 
Israel.  At  the  same  time,  our  Gala,  our 
mitzvah  activities,  our  Tuesday  evening 
adult  learning,  and  our  Shabbat  dinner 
speakers  find  us  turned  to  building  a 
vibrant  North  American  Judaism  -  a  proud 
voice  within  a  multi-cultural  society  that 
is,  yes  -  full  of  joy

Queen  Esther:  A  Model  for  Leadership 


WHAT  IS  LEADERSHIP?  The  very  question 
conjures  up  images  of  shelves  and  stacks  of 
books,  articles,  and  treatises  written  by  world 
leaders,  military  leaders,  college  professors,  and  CEOs  of 
major  corporations.  But  did  it  bring  to  mind  the  heroine  of  this 
month’s  holiday  -  Queen  Esther?  The  story  of  Esther  presents 
an  interesting  paradigm  for  what  I  will  call  four  qualities  of 
leadership. 

1  FOLLOWERSHIP 

Followers  “have  the  vision  to  see  both  the  forest  and  the  trees,  the  social 
capacity  to  work  well  with  others,  the  strength  of  character  to  flourish  without 
heroic  status. .  .and  the  desire  to  participate  in  a  team  effort  for  the  accomplishment  of 
some  greater  purpose”  (Hughes,  Leadership:  Enhancing  the  Lessons  of  Experience , 
224).  The  story  of  Esther  begins  with  Esther  following  the  advice  and  commands  of 
her  uncle,  Mordechai.  Arriving  at  the  king’s  palace,  Esther  did  not  reveal  her  ancestry 
to  King  Ahashverosh  “as  Mordechai  had  instructed  her;  for  Esther  obeyed  Mordechai ’s 
bidding”  (Esther  2:20). 

2SERVANTHOOD 

Servant-leaders  gain  the  respect  and  admiration  of  people  by  treating  them 
with  compassion  and  understanding;  by  active  listening  without  judgment;  by 
fostering  an  environment  of  trust;  and  by  setting  the  example  of  selflessness  ( Concepts 
for  Air  Force  Leadership ).  Queen  Esther  establishes  her  credibility  when  she  reports  to 
the  king  the  plot  of  two  eunuchs  (Esther  2:21-23).  Through  diligent  service  to  the  king, 
Esther  establishes  a  rapport  with  King  Ahashverosh  that  will  later  pay  great  dividends. 

PRINCIPLE-CENTEREDNESS 

According  to  Dr.  Stephen  R.  Covey,  principle-centered  leaders  are  proactive  and 
move  from  a  paradigm  of  dependence  to  one  of  independence.  Such  a  leader 
cultivates  a  garden  of  cooperation  and  recognizes  the  worth  of  each  individual  in  an 
organization.  At  just  the  right  moment  in  our  story,  Queen  Esther  takes  charge  and 
instructs  Mordechai  (for  a  change):  “Go,  assemble  all  the  Jews  who  live  in  Shushan, 
and  fast  on  my  behalf. .  .then  1  shall  go  to  the  king”  (Esther  4: 1 6).  Not  only  does 
Esther  begin  giving  orders  to  others,  she  makes  apparent  her  need  for  support  by  every 
member  of  the  Jewish  community. 


4  VISION 

People  with  vision  have  the  unique 
ability  to  see  beyond  the  present. 
They  are  forward  thinking;  they  take 
action  and  encourage  others  to  do  so. 
Following  Esther’s  three-day  fast,  she 
“put  on  royalty  and  stood  in  the  inner 
court  of  the  king’s  palace”  (Esther  5:1). 
Our  sages  ask  “what  is  the  meaning  of 
“royalty”?  Royal  clothes?  If  that  were 
the  case  the  text  would  have  said  “royal 
clothes.”  Rather,  this  teaches  us  that  she 
put  on  the  divine  spirit  (Talmud  Megillah 
15a).  With  God’s  help,  Esther  becomes 
a  visionary.  She  continues  to  pull  strings 
overtly  and  covertly,  appoints  Mordechai, 
hosts  banquets,  devises  a  plan  to  annul 
Haman’s  decrees,  and  inscribes  the  entire 
event  in  the  collective  memory  of  the 
Jewish  people. 

Esther’s  leadership  emerges  out  of  an 
innate  ability  to  transform  her  regular 
existence  into  a  meaningful  existence.  In 
the  words  of  Rabbi  Soloveitchik,  Esther 
embodies  a  “willful  existence,  full  of  lofty 
ideals  and  resourcefulness”.  The  character 
of  Esther  is  one  that  we  all  can  aspire  to 
emulate.  Her  story  belongs  on  the  shelf 
alongside  the  inspirational  words  of  great 
leaders  throughout  history.

Judaism  In  Conversation:  Global  Perspectives  &  Local  Dialogues 

Nine  Tuesdays  in  February  -  April 

Using  the  January  Shabbaton  on  interfaith  dialogue  as  a  springboard,  this  series  delves  more  deeply  into 


the  theme  of  how  we  relate  to  people  of  other  faiths.  On  five  Tuesday  evenings  Rabbi  Cosgrove  will  speak

Waldsee  1944 

This  exhibition  features  postcard-sized  works  created  by 
contemporary  artists  from  around  the  world  to  commemorate 
the  deportation  of  Hungarian  Jewry  in  summer  1944.  The 
Nazis  provided  the  deportees  with  postcards  pre-printed  with 
the  message  that  they  were  going  to  Waldsee,  a  fictitious 
destination  whose  name  implies  a  lakeside  Alpine  resort.  In 
fact,  they  were  being  sent  to  Auschwitz  and  certain  death. 

The  Jews  were  forced  to  address  the  postcards  to  family  and 
friends,  which  not  only  allayed  their  fears,  but  also  provided 
the  Nazis  with  the  locations  of  other  Jews  to  be  apprehended. 
One  of  the  original,  archival  Waldsee  postcards  is  presented 
in  this  show,  accompanied  by  contemporary  artistic  responses 

that  address  Holocaust  memory.

Image  &  Imagination:  Finding  Meaning  in  the  Images  of  God  in  Jewish  Liturgy 

Our  liturgy  draws  upon  the  biblical, 
rabbinic  and  mystical  traditions  for 
divine  imagery.  But  for  many  of  us  these 
images  may  be  based  on  problematic 
theological  assumptions  or  are  at  odds 
with  our  amorphous  understandings  of 
God.  How  might  creative  interpretation  of 
these  depictions  make  them  meaningful 
for  us?  We  will  consider  the  possibility  of 
viewing  liturgical  descriptions  of  God  not  as  statements  of  truth 
but  rather  as  assertions  that  implicitly  challenge  us  to  re-imagine 
our  own  identities. 

Rabbi  Dr.  Eliezer  Diamond  is  the  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  Associate 
Professor  of  Talmud  and  Rabbinics  at  JTS,  where  he  teaches 
courses  in  rabbinic  literature  and  introductory,  intermediate, 
and  advanced  Talmud.  He  is  the  author  of  many  popular  and 
scholarly  articles  and  the  book  Holy  Men  and  Hunger  Artists: 
Fasting  and  Asceticism  in  Rabbinic  Culture.  Rabbi  Dr.  Diamond 
is  currently  editing  a  Talmudic  commentary  written  by  the 
late  Professor  Louis  Ginzberg,  as  well  as  a  book  on  prayer 
which  addresses  the  problem  of  cognitive  dissonance  for  the 
contemporary  worshipper  and  offers  midrashic  readings  of 
traditional  liturgy  to  provide  meaning  and  relevance  for  the 
modem  Jew.

The  Art,  Psychology  and  Politics  of  the  Four  Daughters  and  Four  Sons 

The  Haggadah’s  “Four  Children”  are 
supposed  to  teach  parents  and  teachers 
to  treat  each  child  as  a  unique  human 
being.  Yet  the  Haggadah’s  illustrations 
often  perpetuate  cultural  stereotypes  that 
stifle  individuality  and  condemn  some  as 
“wicked”  or  just  dumb.  We  will  explore 
several  contemporary  artistic  renditions 
of  the  Four  Children  to  compare  political, 
psychological  and  gender  understandings  of  the  “good  Jew” 
and  the  “wicked  son.”  The  power  of  art  makes  this  presentation 
accessible  to  all  and  a  source  for  great  discussion  at  the  Seder. 
Noam  Sachs  Zion  was  bom  to  American  parents  fighting  in  the 
Haganah  in  Jerusalem  in  1948.  The  son  of  a  Conservative  rabbi, 
he  grew  up  in  Minneapolis  and  studied  general  philosophy 
at  Columbia.  During  the  Yom  Kippur  War  he  made  aliyah  to 
Israel.  Since  1978  he  has  studied  and  taught  at  the  pluralist 
Shalom  Hartman  Institute  for  Advanced  Jewish  Studies.  He  has 
created  home  Judaism  volumes  entitled  A  Different  Night:  The 
Family  Participation  Haggadah\  A  Different  Light:  The  Big 
Book  of  Hanukkah;  The  Hanukkah  Book  of  Celebration ;  and 
A  Day  Apart:  Shabbat  at  Home.  He  also  published  A  Night  to 
Remember:  The  Haggadah  of  Contemporary  Voices  with  his  son 
Mishael  Zion.

CS  Students  Honor  Martin  Luther  King  Day 


OUR  SCHOOL  COMMUNITY  CAME  OUT  IN 
FORCE  FOR  MARTIN  LUTHER  KING  DAY, 

donating  enough  new  school  supplies  to  fill  80  gift 
bags  for  children  living  in  homeless  shelters  run  by  long-time 
PAS  partner  agency,  Women-in-Need.  Students  assembled 
the  bags  in  their  classes  and  helped  deliver  them  to  the  shelter 
when  PAS  volunteers  spent  two  hours  with  the  children  for  the 
February  Mitzvah  of  the  Month. 

While  students  in  Gan  through  Gimel  were  assembling  the 
bags,  teachers  read  the  award-winning  children’s  book,  As 
Good  As  Anybody:  Martin  Luther  King  and  Abraham  Joshua 
Heschel ’s  Amazing  March  Toward  Freedom ,  by  Richard 
Michelson.  This  book  tells  the  personal  stories  of  Martin 
Luther  King’s  childhood  and  Rabbi  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel’s 
experiences  as  a  young  man  in  Nazi  Germany  and  tells  how  the 
two  men  marched  together  in  the  cause  of  civil  rights. 

Lili-Michal  Wilson,  a  Bet  class  student,  said  the  book  was 
“very  excellent  because  it  teaches  you  the  way  to  fight  for 
freedom  -  side  by  side,”  and  that  making  the  bags  made  her  feel 
“proud  of  myself  and  my  community  for  helping  children  who 
don’t  have  a  lot  of  great  stuff  for  school  like  we  do.” 

PAS  also  sent  a  team  to  participate  in  Habitat  for  Humanity’s 
MLK  Weekend  Building-on-the-Dream  activity  in  Brooklyn. 
Volunteers  spent  the  morning  repainting  the  community  center 
at  a  large  public  housing  complex  in  Bedford-Stuyvesant.  PAS 
volunteers  also  participated  in  the  NYC  Coalition  Against 
Hunger’s  MLK  Serve-a-Thon  by  distributing  information 


on  public  benefits  such  as  Food  Stamps  and  Medicaid  to 
neighborhood  sites  including  libraries,  grocery  stores,  community 
centers  and  churches  in  the  Bronx  on  behalf  of  the  Metropolitan 
Council  on  Jewish  Poverty*,  one  of  New  York’s  largest  human 
services  agencies,  providing  100.000  New  Yorkers  with  critical 
services  in  the  fight  against  poverty.

ARASHATP'KUDEI  RECOUNTS  THE  MOMENT  IN  THE  DESERT  when  the  Israelites  build  the  mishkan 
—  the  portable  temple  which  is  eventually  replaced  by  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem.  The  people  are 
challenged  in  this  part  of  their  journey  to  donate  various  personal  belongings  to  the  building  of  the 
structure.  This  is  a  significant  event.  They  are  not  only  a  community  ( kehillah ),  but  a  holy  community  ( kehillah 
kedoshah).  They  are  not  just  witnesses  to  receiving  the  Ten  Commandments,  but  are  active  participants  in  the 
building  of  something  holy. 

When  we  come  together  on  Saturday  mornings  in  Tot  Shabbat,  Nitzanim  and  Shorashim,  or  for  Friday  night  kabbalat  shabbat,  we 
are  also  active  participants  in  building  a  kehillah  kedoshah.  Just  as  the  people  were  in  charge  of  creating  ritual  objects  for  the  mishkan , 
we  too  are  in  charge  of  displaying  our  ritual  objects;  candles,  kiddush  cups  and  challah  on  Shabbat  and  holidays.  This  is  what  makes 
us  holy  and  connects  us  to  the  past  and  to  our  future.  So  when  you  say  kiddush  or  ha-motzi  on  Shabbat,  remember  that  you  are  part  of 
a  holy  community.

ROOM  510  —  "Good  order  and 
discipline,"  said  Rabbi  Steven  Rein,  "is 
the  primary  purpose  of  developing  the 
new  fitness  and  marching  standard,  and 
so  far  Green  Room  children  are  stepping 
up  to  the  challenge." 

Upon  returning  from  Air  Force 
Reserve  Duty,  Rabbi  Rein  introduced 
the  military’s  training  regimen  to  the 
ECC  as  a  way  to  ensure  our  youngest 
PAS  students  are  physically  and 
mentally  prepared  for  when  they  enter 
elementary  school.  "We're  seeing 
improvements  with  every  student  as 
a  direct  result  of  constant  exercise  and 
fitness,"  Carol  Hendin  said.  Ms.  Hendin 
credits  PAS  leadership  involvement, 
school  cohesion  and  the  buddy  concept 
for  the  uptick  in  fit  students  across  the 
board.  "We're  already  seeing  a  cultural 
change,  even  for  Purple  PM  engaged  in 
brand  new  environments,"  Hendin  said. 
"I  see  individuals  and  entire  classrooms 
working  with  each  other,  helping  their 
buddy  through  team  building  and  esprit- 
de-corps  block  building  activities." 

Rabbi  Rein  said  the  ECC’s  long-term 
goals  are  simple:  1)  precise  marching  in 
the  halls;  2)  excel  in  all  areas  of  fitness; 
and  3)  render  proper  customs  and 
courtesies  when  passing  older  students 
on  the  playground.  "We  still  have  more 
opportunity  for  improvement,  but  so  far 
our  students  have  risen  to  the  challenge," 
Rabbi  Rein  said.  "We're  very  pleased."

“Not  My  Month,  Not  My  Problem” 

From  The  Congregational  School 

ROOM  204  —  In  a  recent  review  of  religious  school 
curriculum,  board  member  Susan  Silverman  confronted 
Director  of  Congregational  Education  Rabbi  Neil  Zuckerman 
on  the  lack  of  attention  given  to  the  observance  of  Tisha  B’Av  - 
the  day  marking  the  destruction  of  the  first  and  second  Temples 
as  well  as  other  calamities  which  have  befallen  the  Jewish 
people.  Silverman  reasoned  that  not  only  was  it  important  to 
cultivate  in  every  PAS  child  a  sense  of  respect  for  this  tragic 
series  of  events,  but  that  any  understanding  of  Judaism  must 
come  to  grips  with  this  pivotal  episode  in  the  formation  of 
Jewish  national  identity.  Silverman  stated:  “Rabbinic  Judaism, 
in  a  nutshell,  is  a  response  to  the  destruction  of  the  Temple.  To 
overlook  it  is  a  rather  glaring  omission  in  my  book.” 

Zuckerman,  though  not  refuting  Silverman’s  claim,  showed 
little  sympathy  for  her  plea.  “The  Jewish  identity  of  school  kids 
has  nothing  to  do  with  anything  but  the  academic  calendar. 
Tisha  B’Av  falls  in  July  or  August  every  year  and  is  thus  the 
responsibility  of  JCC  and  Ramah  summer  camp  educators.  I 
work  overtime  all  year  to  make  the  holidays  from  September 
to  June  come  alive  for  our  community.  Hanukkah  is  not  even 
in  the  Bible,  but  you  can  be  sure  we’ll  celebrate  it  for  a  full 
eight  days.  Purim?  Tu  BiShvat?  Not  in  the  Bible  either,  but  we 
teach  them  both.  Hey,  my  heart  goes  out  to  those  camp  directors 
-  you  try  getting  kids  excited  about  Tisha  B’Av  -  but  until 
Congregational  School  goes  year  round,  Tisha  B’Av  just  isn’t 
my  problem.”
